Bus service to Foothill Knolls 


for Los Olivos students resumes

Responding to parents’ concern 
over their children’s safety, Upland 
city and school district officials told 
a gathering at Los Olivos 
Wednesday bus service to Foothill 
Knolls Elementary School will 
resume this month. 

Mike Matlock, assistant city 
manager for public services, told 
some 25 parents at the Upland 
housing project that route 
deviations have been worked out 
with Omnitrans to take Los Olivos 
children to and from school while 
construction proceeds on a nearby 
mobile home park. 

He said exact cost figures are 
unavailable but that the city would 
pick up most of the financial burden 
for the route changes. 

Upland Superintendent George 
Renworth said the school district 
will pay for the children’s bus 
tickets, 10 cents a trip. 

With the aid of the Congress for 
United Communities, Los Olivos 
parents last week protested school 
district cancellation of bus service 
to Foothill Knolls as a Proposition 
13 cutback. 

Matlock said the bus service along 
the 9/10-mile route will continue 
until construction for the 33-acre 
mobile home park on the north side 
of Foothill Boulevard ceases or 14th 
Street is extended as a northern 
walking route as part of the project. 

He estimated the bus service 
would continue perhaps five months, 
but Renworth noted construction 
could last through the entire school 
year. 

Matlock said a target date of Oct. 
16 was established for the start of 
the new bus routes. 

Parents had pointed to the danger 
of children walking past the 
construction site while trucks and 
heavy equipment were being used 
and the lack of an alternative 
walking route. 

Flood control plain currently 
interrupts 14th from being a through 
street that children could take to 
school. 

Dismissal schedules at Foothill 
Knolls had been adjusted so that Los 
Olivos children would be leaving 
school at two different times instead 
of three, making it easier for 
parents to walk the pupils home.

Upland city yard, fire station nears completion

Work slowed by winter rains and 
other delays on Upland’s $1.28 
million city yard and third fire sta- 
tion complex on the east side of Ben- 
son Avenue north of 13th Street is 
nearing completion. 

Firefighters began working out of 
the new station earlier this month 
while waiting for landscaping and 
other final touches. 

Bob Sullivan, Upland’s chief 
building official, said city yard 
operations could be moved to their 
new site by next week, when a 
chain-link fence is expected to 
protect the site against theft and 
vandalism. 

Most of the funds — $1.02 million 
in all — financing the city yard and 
fire station came from a grant of the 
U.S. Economic Development Ad- 
ministration last year. 

The city evenly split $2.21 million 
with the Upland Elementary School 
District, and most of Upland’s share 
has gone toward building on the 6.1- 
acre site in the northwest part of the 
city. 

Fire Chief Don Justis said the 
need for a third fire station was first 
discussed five years ago as the area 
began growing. 

The city sought bids on a pumper 
vehicle in late 1974 and accepted 
delivery in 1976 for the third station, 
he added. Both this pumper and a 
backup vehicle were used out of sta- 
tion No. 1 at the civic center until 
the third station was ready, Justis 
Said. 

The first chief said the new station 
cuts fire department response time 
by as much as three or four minutes 
in west Upland. 

He alse pointed out that the loca- 
tion is well - suited to protect Air- 

, port Industrial Park to the south and 
Cable Airport to the east. 

Justis said the city and airport 
are considering a driveway that 
would allow the fire department 
direct access to any fires on the air- 
port runway. 

The department added nine 
firefighters in mid - April in an- 
ticipation of the station opening in 
June, but staffed two engines at sta- 
tion No. 1 until this month, he said. 

Nine firefighters serve out of the 
new station, three on duty for 
rotating 24-hour shifts. Justis noted 


separate dormitory rooms, allow 
one firefighter to read or study 
while others are sleeping 

In addition to the living quarters, 
the station includes a kitchen, of- 
fice, day room for relaxation, meals 
and training sessions and engine 
room. 

Justis said the station could ac- 
commodate a ladder company if one 
is ever needed at the site in the 
future. The station resembles com- 
mercial structures in the neighbor- 
ing industrial park. 

Federal funds accounted for $260, - 
300 of the $336,268 in the contract for 
the fire station. Justis said the 
remainder was city money budgeted 
for fire personnel to serve out of sta- 
tion No. 3, but not used, during the 
last fiscal year.

Upland counts kilowatts; 


leagues to pay own bills

Youth sports groups in Upland will pay the electrical 
bills from now on for using city playing fields. 

The Upland City Council Monday night rejected a last 
appeal by the Upland Pony League for the city to 
continue paying sports organizations’ electrical bills. 

Bill Bussey, a representative of the Pony League, told 
the council that the league might have to cancel night 
games rather than pay for lighting. 

He said an end to night games would cut the number of 
spots available to the 13- and 14-year-old boys from 250 to 
125. 

The council shifted the financial burden for electrical 
costs to the sports groups as one of the city’s spending 
cutbacks under Proposition 13. 

Total electrical bills for playing fields at seven 
locations in the city came to nearly $10,900 last year. 

Hardest hit by the new financing arrangement are 
several baseball leagues that use lighting at Upland 
Memorial Park, where the total bill was $4,338, and the 
Pony League. 

Electrical costs at Hawkin’s Field came to $4,179 
during fiscal 1977-78, when the American Youth Soccer 
Organization and a women’s softball league also used the 
field. However, the Pony League operations accounted 
for most of that bill. 

Noting the bill could come to $4,500 for the current 
fiscal year, Bussey stressed that the league could not 
afford the added cost. 

He also said the city has a responsibility to help 


provide recreation to Upland’s youths. Without sports 
leagues, more Upland teen-agers will get into trouble, 
Bussey asserted. 

“You're saying ‘let the kids go their own way,’”’ he told 
the council. 

Mayor George Gibson called Bussey’s comments 
“‘unfair,’’ noting Upland has assisted youth sports groups 
in the past. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas said the city should not 
assume a ‘‘social welfare role” regarding the leagues. 
She and Gibson pointed out the city was better able to 
afford the cost of lighting playing fields before 
Proposition 13. 

Bussey offered to have the Pony League maintain 
Hawkin’s Field year round in exchange for having the 
city pay the electrical expense. ge 

He said the league could find volunteer labor while the” 
added expense for electricity presents problems. Bussey 
conceded that the maintenance costs amount to less than 
the electrical bill. 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy suggested the youth 
sports leagues could use legalized bingo in the city to 
offset their new financial burden. a 


The council directed City Attorney Donald Maroney to 
review Upland’s bingo ordinance for possible changes. 
that would enable the leagues to conduct bingo at city 
facilities. vets 


Bingo is currently restricted in Upland to non-profit” 
groups using their regular meeting places to hold the.

A sheltered fuel pumping station 
lies between the two buildings; a 
fire station pump is just east of the 
station but draws diesel fuel from an 
underground tank beneath the 
yard’s pumps. 


Federal money provided $760,000 
of the $947,851 in the contract for the 
yard facilities. The difference was 
made up by using $149,736 from city 
fund for the water department of- 
fices’ construction and $38/115 from 
Upland’s general fund. 





He added that the cities pay for 
putting in some or all of the parking 
or install and maintain the landscap- 
ing 

Beguelin said the firm benefits by 
reducing its investment of ‘‘up-front 
money’ by not buying land 

The city receives rent — either a 
minimum fixed amount monthly or 
a percentage of gross receipts, 
whichever figure is higher — some 
property tax on the building and the 
portion of sales tax revenue return- 
ed by the state to the city, he said. 

Beguelin, who operates the firm 
with William Burke and Dennis 
Kuttler of Ventura, said BKB 
Partners is the only company. he 
knows about that offers the leases te 
cities. 

When the leases expire — usually 
after 50 years — the racquetball 
facilities belong solely to the cities. 

The Upland City Council gave 
staff a go-ahead last week to con- 
tinue discussions with the Ventura 
firm. Councilman Bill Bottin asked 
for figures on the cost versus 
benefits received by the city. 

Matlock noted Greenbelt Park has 
undergone several changes since the 
original master plan for the 22-acre 
park was drafted.

The department has ‘‘reams and 
reams’’ of pamphlets and other 
educational material which is free 
for the asking and fire officials 
would ‘‘be tickled pink’’ if residents 
would take it, Alexander said 

‘Prevention is still the name of 
the game,”’ he emphasized. 

Alexander, like any fire official 
across the country, has one point he 
cannot stress enough. 

If any one goal for a prevention 
program were picked, ‘‘it would be 
that every resident in our county in- 
stall smoke detectors—they really 
work,’ he said. 

‘The key to safe escape is early 
warning,’ he continued, adding that 
chances for survival are reduced 75 
percent without smoke detectors 


Contrary to what many believe, a 
house does not have to burn com- 
pletely to kill, he explained. Fires 
generate toxic gases which are 
deadly as well as fumes which can 
render residents disoriented and un- 
able to find their way out of their 
own house. 


Rules for fire safety are so widely 
promoted that they have become

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“cliches’’, he said, yet noted that 
fires still kill people every year in 
fires 

Most fires, according to Alex- 
ander, can be easily prevented by 
observing just a few simple rules 

Probably the most common cause 
of fires is ‘‘poor housekeeping,’’ he 
said, explaining that homeowners 
are careless about piling trash next 
to heat sources such as stoves and 
hot water heaters. 

Residents also do not properly 
maintain their electrical 
appliances, letting things like frayed 
cords and faulty plugs go until a fire 
is started. 

Smokers are not careful either 
continued the fire safety officer 
People still smoke in bed, are not 
cautious with their ashes and fre- 
quently empty ashtrays into trash 
containers before they are sure all 
sparks are out. 

Another common cause of fires is 
improperly stored flammable li- 
quids, particularly in garages where 
paint thinners and gasoline for lawn 
mowers are kept, he said. 

And the easiest step to take in 
preventing fires is keeping matches 
and cigarette lighters from curious 
children, he said.

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Bureaucratic woes befall 
Chaffey school district

Teachers unloaded a heap of 
complaints and suggestions on the 
Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District Monday. 

The board responded by 
scheduling a ‘‘seminar’’ meeting for 
Oct. 30 where public grievances 
would be aired. 

Among teacher’s worries were air 
conditioning that did not function, 
classes overfilled because of 
bureaucratic registration bungles 
and classes canceled because of 
similar confusion. 

Prior to Propostion 13 budget cuts 

this summer, the Chaffey district 
board pledged to give top priority to 
class size, graduation requirements 
and adherence to a six-period day 
instead of five, according to offical 
board minutes. 
_ But teachers from across the 
district told the board that class size 
and the six-period day priorities 
have already been violated this 
year. 

At one point, tempers grew sharp 
as some board members began to 
feel they had been left in the dark 
about certain administrative 
decisions 

Though the board had clearly said 
all students should have a chance to 
take six classes per day, 
registration officers at each high 
school restricted most juniors and 


seniors to the five-period day. 

Though questions centered around 
who gave the directive to limit 
upperclass registrations, there were 
no apparent answers. 

Board member Ray Sarrio quickly 
polled the three other members 
present and learned none had been 
asked if the five-period day would be 
permissible. 

Teachers said that because of the 
five - period limit, many students 
could register for only required 
courses, leaving no room on their 
schedules for electives. Some 
advanced courses, teachers added, 
were canceled because students 
were not allowed to take them. 

“T think we probably lost an entire 
semester due to this action,” said 
Sarrio. ‘I’m really incensed, to be 
perfectly frank.” 

Superintendent Mike Dirksen 
said, ‘‘There was no directive, at 
least from me, that they would be 
limited to five periods.’’ 

Acknowledging the complaint 
about overcrowded classes 
throughout the district, Dirksen 
said, JI think we are over it 
(maximum size) and I'll be the first 
to say it.” 

He said he visited some schools 
and saw that biology and beginning 
social studies classes were 
particularly overcrowded. 

“T think somebody in this district 
is making decisions contrary to

board policy,’’ said board member 
Charles Uhalley. ‘This is going to 
have to stop.” 

Montclair High School’s student 
newspaper, The Clarion, was filled 
with articles last week critical of 
administrative decisions during 
both registration and day-to-day 
school operation. 

In a statement read Monday by 
the Associated Chaffey Teacher’s 
(ACT) executive director Bruce 
Worswick, the association said they 
were “‘profoundly angered’’ that the 
five-period day was used and 
indicated the shortened schedules 
were at least partially responsible 
for several spin-off problems. 


‘“‘We are faced with the spectacle 
of a French .class of 41 students 
attempting to learn at three 
competency levels, of a biology 
class bulging with 37 students and of 
other classes so crowded with 
students that there is not room for 
the chairs and desks to seat them,”’ 
said Worswick. 


ACT president Alma Polk said 
later that ‘‘we’ll continue to talk to 
teachers and get their opinions and 
reports’ for presentation at the 
upcoming seminar. 


“At least one person in each 
(high) school said someone told 
them to limit students to five 
periods,”’ she said.

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ov. Brown promises to seek 


study of endangered freeway

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
promised he'll ask the California 
Transportation Commission this 
week for a study of the disputed 
Foothill Freeway extension. 

But Brown didn’t say what kind of 
study he had in mind. And local of- 
ficials said the governor’s pledge 
falls short of the public commitment 
they sought for a full-scale en- 
vironmental impact report. 

Brown has just vetoed a bill that 
would have established certain steps 
for removal of uncompleted 


freeway routes from the state 
system. 
The bill, by Assemblyman Bill 


Lancaster, would have required a 
public hearing in the area most 
affected by the route’s removal 
Brown said the bill wasn't 
necessary because the goals of the 
bill have been achieved by ad- 
ministrative action of Caltrans, 
Brown said he hoped the issue 
could be resolved by Nov. 7 ‘‘so peo- 
ple can have something to vote on.”’ 
Freeway supporters hope that an 
environmental impact report can 
come to only one conclusion — that 
only a freeway can handle the grow- 
ing traffic along the corridor from 
La Verne through Claremont, 
Upland and Rancho Cucamonga. 
The full 28.3-mile corridor

between La Verne and San Bernar- 
dino is in danger of being removed 
from the state freeway system. 

Asked beforehand by local of- 
ficials to support an environmental 
impact report as a basis for further 
action on the freeway route itself, 
Brown told his applauding audience: 

“T will say this about the Foothill 
Freeway. Next week I’m going to 
talk to Norton Simon and the others 
on our state Transportation Com- 
mission. 

“And I’m. going to come up with 
something where we can take a look 
and make some study to see just 
what we want to do with that 
freeway.” 

State Sen. Ruben S. Ayala, D-32nd 
District, said afterward he would 
see that Brown carries out that 
promise. 

Earlier this year, Brown vetoed 
another Lancaster bill (AB 469) that 
would have required the state to 
protect 17 miles of the Foothill 
Freeway corridor against construc- 
tion of homes in the right of way. 
The veto was upheld in the 
Assembly. 

Lancaster’s bill (AB 2591) is dead 
this year, since the Legislature has 
adjourned for the year and will not 
have a chance to override Brown's 
veto. 

In a statement this week, Lan- 
caster said the steps he proposed for

removal of uncompleted freeway 
routes were similar to those adopted 
by the California Transportation 
Commission. 

But he said there were still signifi- 
cant differences: 

— The bill would have required a 
full analysis of the impacts resulting 
from the removal of a route from 
the state freeway system. The 
analysis would be submitted by the 
California Department of Transpor- 
tation (Caltrans). 

Lancaster said the commission 
now requires only a simple report. 

— The bill would have required a 
public hearing by the commission in 
the area most affected by the 
route’s removal. 

Lancaster said commission 
procedures don’t guarantee a public 
hearing. In the case of the Foothill 
Freeway, he believes, the commis- 
sion would hold a public hearing 
anyway. 


“T think they (commissioners) 
must have a hearing in the area so 
that local citizens and groups can 
appear before the commission 
without traveling to Sacramento, ” 
he said. 


Since the Legislature created the 
commission through legislation it 
passed last year, it also has the right 
to set the rules the commission 
must operate by, Lancaster added.

Mercy Airlift, which has been us- 
ing aircraft to fly food, clothing and 
supplies into areas hit by tragedy, is 
now outfitting a flying clinic. 

Since 1972, the airborne mis- 
sionaries serving as the disaster- 
relief arm of the internationally 
known World Gospel Crusades have 
airlifted more than 1% million 
pounds of food, clothing and supplies 
to the needy around the world. 

Recently, the organization 
dedicated a four-engine C-54, which 
is being converted into a flying 
clinic. The miniature hospital joins 
Mercy Airlift’s two DC-3s kept on 
standby at Ontario International 
Airport. 

The airborne medical center will 
be equipped with a small operating 
room and X-ray and opthamology 
equipment. The flying clinic will be 
placed on 48-hour standby so it can 
be dispatched immediately to a dis- 
aster area. 

The facility will be staffed by 
nurses and doctors from around the 
country who have volunteered their 
services, according to World Gospel 
Crusades President Joe Rogers. 

The World War II plane, valued at 
$750,000 by the U. S. Navy that 


mothballed it, was purchased 
through donations for $14,000, said 
Rogers, adding that the money to 
purchase medical gear for the plane 
is also being donated. 

“The flexibility and availability of 
this type of effort is an innovative 
move to get to the people who are 
suffering both physically and 
spiritually in our shrinking world. 
We must use all means to reach all 
mankind,”’ he said. 

World Gospel Crusades is a non- 
denominational Christian organiza- 
tion that distributes gospel 
literature around the world. 

Providing emergency assistance 
is expensive but the cost is reduced 
considerably through the coopera- 
tion of several missionary 
organizations, explained Rogers. 

Money, food and medical supplies 
are purchased or donated by other 
agencies dedicated to helping those 
who cannot help themselves. 
Assisting organizations include 
Food for the Hungry from Glendale, 
California and World Concern of 
Washington. 

Mercy Airlift was established in 
1972 by former president Dr. C. 
Mervin Russell to aid victims of a 
devastating earthquake in Managua, 
Nicaragua. 

The organization also spent two 
years in Ethiopia where it dis- 
tributed nearly three-quarters of a 
million pounds of supplies through a

Rubella (German 


measles) is a common and 
relatively mild disease of 
childhood. When. adult 
women get the disease, 
however, it can become 
serious.. 

An infant born to a 
mother who had rubella 
during pregnancy may suf- 
‘fer abnormalities. Or the 
pregnancy can end in 
stillbirth or miscarriage. 

The greatest danger lies 
in a woman’s getting 
rubella during the first few 
months: of her pregnancy. 
Some of the: common 
defects of rubella - affected 
babies are cataracts, 
de2fness, heart defects, and 
mental retardation. 

Common red measles and 
rubella are two different 
diseases caused by different 
viruses.

United States have been in- 
‘fected -by rubella virus and 
‘have developed’ immunity. 

Small numters of rubella 
cases are reported every 
year. Past evidence shows, 
‘however, that large out- 
breaks occur every six to 
nine years in the United 
States. 

The last major epidemic 
in 1964 was probably the 
largest in 30 years and 
resulted in 20,000 to 30,000 
infants born with severe 
defects. 

From the cyclical 
character of rubella, 
another large increase in 
cases was anticipated in the 
early 1970s but it did not 
materialize because of ex- 
tensive use of rubella vac- 
cine in children. 

About one - half of all in- 
fected children are so mild- 
ly ill, their parents do not 
realize they have had 
rubella. Other children 
develop a low - grade fever, 
swollen glands in the back 
of the neck and a rash that 
lasts for about three days. 
About one child in 10 
develops painful or swollen 
joints. 

When rubella occurs in 
adolescents or adults, 
however, the painful or 
swollen joints are noted in 
about one in every two per- 
sons. In rare instances un- 
usual bleeding may occur at 
the site of cuts. About one in 
every 6,000 persons with 
rubella develops 
encephalitis or inflamma- 
tion of the brain. 

Over 69 million doses of 
rubella vaccine have been 
given in the United States. 
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(about five percent) ex- 
perience transient pain of a 
single joint, often the knee, 
after receiving rubella vac- 
cine. This side effect is 
more common in teen-agers 
and adults. 

Other more serious side 
effects such as encephalitis 
or increased bleeding occur 
very rarely, about one in 
every million doses of vac- 
cine administered. 

If a woman is vaccinated 
in early pregnancy, the 
fetus can be infected 
although it is not yet known 


to birth defects. 
Preventing exposure of 
the pregnant woman is the 
principal objective of 
rubella control. The best 
way to protect expectant 
mothers and their unborn 
children is to immunize 
children and thereby 
eliminate the source of in- 
fection from the home. 
Rubella vaccine is most 
useful for children between 
1 year and puberty. Vaccine 
should not be given to in- 
fants less than 1 year old 
because maternal an- 


tibodies may prevent a 
“take.” 

The vaccination is usually 
given with measles and 
mumps vaccine at the age 
of 15 months. A history of 
rubella illness is not 
reliable enough to exclude 
children from being im- 
munized. 

The vaccine should not be 
given to pregnant women 
nor to women who may 
become pregnant within 
two months following im- 
munization. 

If a young woman re- 
quests rubella vaccine the 


physician could consider 
such a request;, A 
laboratory test should: be 
used to establish the need 
for vaccine, and if the;yac- 
cine is given, the patient 
should be alerted to. the 
likelihood that she could ex- 
perience temporary;:, joint 
pain or other reactions: two 
to four weeks after~.vac- 
cination. 


A woman who receives 
the vaccine should net be 
pregnant not become preg- 
nant for at least two 
months. 


Hypertension earns reputation 
as ‘silent, mysterious’ disease

High blood pressure 
(hypertension) has 
rightfully earned its 
reputation as a silent and 
mysterious disease. It 
afflicts millions of 
Americans every year — 
and even has been detected 
in children as young as four 
years of age. 

Hypertension is silent 
because, in its early stages, 
there are no obvious or 
characteristic symptoms. It 
is mysterious because, in 
more than 90 percent of 
cases, the cause is unknown 
and there is no cure. 

It’s ironic that people can 
look and feel well and, at 
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the same time, have 
hypertension. It can work 
unseen for years resulting 
in damage to the heart, 
arteries ,kidneys, and 
brain. 

Those unaware their 
blood pressure is too high 
will eventually find out 
when kidney trouble 
appears, or a stroke or 
heart attack occurs. 

That’s why it’s important 
for everyone to have his or 
her blood pressure checked 
periodically. Don’t be 
overly alarmed if the first 
couple of readings show it is 
on the high side. 

A high reading doesn’t 
necessarily mean you have 
hypertension but indicates 
the need for you to have it 
checked regularly. The few 
minutes it takes to have this 
simple, painless measure- 
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ment may save you 
problems later. 

According to the 
American Heart 


Association statistics, more 
than 7 million of the 23.6 
million Americans who 
have hypertension are 
unaware of their high blood 
pressure. Of those who 
know they have it, far too 
many are still not being 
treated. 

It’s a good idea to check 


your own family 
background oom 
grandparents, parents, 
uncles, aunts — to see if 


they have or had this 
condition. There seems to 
be a tendency to inherit this 
disease in some families. 
Blacks, by the way, are 
even more prone to it than 
whites. 

Consider yourself lucky if 


you don’t have high blood 
pressure because one out of 
every six persons, does. 
Even if your physician 
determines you do have it, 
you're lucky to have it 
detected now -since 
treatment and control can 
begin immediately. and 
serious cardiovascular 
complications prevented. 

Teamwork  with..your 
doctor 1s important if you 
do have high blood 
pressure. Some patients 
discontinue their 
medication only to..have 
their blood pressure rise 

You also can .help 
yourself control vit. by 
maintaining proper weight, 
and reducing your:. salt 
intake. Organizing. your 
lifestyle to avoid stressful 
situations also helps keep 
pressure down.

Rezoning of the land described herein and uses of said land may occur 
between now and a date when a comprehensive plan for the area and land 
use regulations are adopted which may be in conflict with those proposed 
{n order to avoid the frustrations of any comprehensive zoning and land use 
regulations which may be adopted in the near future, and for the purpose ot 
protecting the public safety, health and welfare, the Cit Council finds that it 
is necessary to adopt regulations set forth in this Ordinance on a temporary 
emergency basis 
SECTION 2. PURPOSE 
The purpose of this Ordinance is to require that every use proposed of the 
area described herein, whether or not the use is permissible under existing 
zoning regulations, and including the conversion of any residential struc- 
tures to commercial structures, may not be undertaken until a land use 
permit is first obtained from the City in accordance with the land use per- 
mit procedures set forth in this Ordinance : 
SECTION 3. NO LAND USE PERMIT TO BE ISSUED OR REZONING 
APPROVED 
For the period of ninety (90) days from the adoption of this Ordinance, no 
land use permits, including building permits and conversions of residential 
to commercial use, shall be issued by the City nor shall any zoning, rezon- 
ing or parcel maps be approved by the City in any property in an area ex- 
tending 400 feet from each side of the centerline of Euclid Avenue from the 
City’s south City limits to the south side of Eugene Court 
SECTION 4. EXEMPTIONS 
Notwithstanding any other ordinance regulating the issuance of land use 
permits, including this ordinance and including those applicable to rezon- 
ing. subdivision of land and building, the City Council may allow the 
issuance of said permits, parcel maps, rezoning, and other uses for which 
application is made in its discretion, providing it find that the following 
conditions exist 
1. The establishment and maintenance of the use applied for conform 
with the comprehensive planning and land use regulations being studied, or 
will not conflict with those regulations 
2. The proposed use will not be detrimental to the standards of traffic cir- 
culation, land use intensity, and distribution which the Planning Commis- 
sion has under study or intends to study within a reasonable time 
3. Adequate utilities, access roads, drainage and other necessary 
facilities have been or will be provided 
4 The proposed use will not under the circumstances of the particular 
case be a nuisance or be detrimental to the health, safety, peace, morals, 
comfort and general welfare of the persons residing in the neighborhood; 
5. The proposed permit or use is not detrimental or injurious to property 
or improvements in the neighborhood and is appropriate to the location, the 
lot and the neighborhood 
The Council may impose any conditions to the granting of said permits or 
use which it considers necessary to avoid conflict with the proposed com- 
prehensive planning and land use regulations under study 
SECTION 5. URGENCY AND TAKING EFFECT 
This Ordinance is an urgency ordinance and is for the immediate preser- 
vation of the public peace, health and welfare. The facts constituting the 
urgency are those set forth in the findings above-mentioned, The City 
recognizes that it will take substantial time for the Planning Commission 
and the City Council to study and consider all of the facets required to be 
studied to make a plan for the area above - mentioned which protects the 
aesthetic beauty of Euclid Avenue and to provide substantial development 
which will not be detrimental to the standards of traffic circulation, pop- 
ulation density, and which will not be detrimental or injurious to the 
property and improvements of the neighborhoods now located on Euclid 
Avenue. The Council finds that it would be destructive to the proposed 
regulation if during the period that they were being studied subject to 
public hearing, parties seeking to evade the operation of these regulations 
in the form that they have been adopted should be permitted to enter into a 
course of construction which might progress so far as to defeat in whole or 
in part the ultimate objective of these regulations 
SECTION 6 
The Mayor shall sign this Ordinance and the City Clerk shall certify to
